The principles that guided the in-

By buoy- 
ancy is meant the quality of floating, to 
have something that weighs nothing. 
and to have this something in a vessel 
that is shaped to take advantage of all 
other combinations that ar* applied in 
connection with it The screw princi- 
ple is used on the ship to propel, the 
same as it is in water.
